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O (57) Abstract: The invention relates to a polymer-cellulosic fiber composition comprising a polymer, a cellulosic fiber, and a quater- 
^ naiy ammonium alkyl salt wherein the latter imparts antimicrobial properties to the composition and functions as a lubricant during 

the fonnation of the composition. The quaternary ammonium alkyl salts may be alkyl carboxylatc, alkyl sulfate, a]kyl sulphonatc. 
»^ alkyl phosphate, or alkyl phosphite. Certain of the salts are new compositions of matter. The method of extruding and the extrudate 

are also claimed. 
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The spedes listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rifle 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 
13.2, the spedes lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common technical 
feature is the quaternary ammonium cation and an anionic oxygen. Such appears to be admitted known by others with 
respect Id adds selected from the group of alkylcarboxylic and alkyisuifuric (paragraph bridging pages 3-4). Such may be 
found in Hata et al. (US 5206325) which disdoses and exemplifies dimethyldistearylammonlum stearate (examples 8-14). 
Since the conrunon technical feature Is not novel, it cannot be considered a spedal technical feature. 
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
